Meyer of the federal reserve board 
said today the bill to broaden the 
eligibility of paper discountable by 
the federal reserve banks would re- 
lease $750,000,000 of gold. 


He urged the house banking com- 


mittee to act expeditiously on the 
measure after 
Charles G. Dawes, 


president of the reconstruction cor- 
poration, had outlined his views in 
executive session. 


Meyer said that by making govern- 


ment bonds and short term securi- 
ties acceptable for rediscount pur- 
poses, It would he possible for the 
federal reserve banks to issued addi- 
tional currency. 


The $2,900,000,000 in federal re- 


serve notes now in circulation, he 
said, is backed by $2,000,000,000 in 
gold and $900,000,000 in eligible pa- 
per. 


"The abse.nct 
of eligible paper 


and the hoarding of currency," Mey- 
er, said, "is responsible for the un- 
usual situation." 


Meyer estimated that $1,250,000,- 


000 in currency had been hoarded 
and that under present law whereby 
1-ederal reserve currency is backed 
by 40 per cent in gold and at least 
60 per cent in eligible securities, it 
was not possible to issue additional 
currency. 
. 
Although 
$750,000,000 
in 
gold 


would be released, Meyer said, It 
would still be held by the federal 
reserve banks under the proposed 
law. 


"The legislation is desirable for 


the benefit of entire country," Mey- 
er said. "It would give banks gen- 
erally greater confidence, and con- 
lidence is an inspiring factor. 
It 


-would enable them to make available 
more easily their resources." 


Meyer recommended that the bill 


be amended to permit the extension 
of its provisions for another year 
with the unanimous approval of the 
members 
of the 
federal 
reserve 


board.

11. The highest previous figure for 
this date was 55, recorded back in 
1895.

TRIBUTE IN HOUSE

nity of the country when it was as- 
sailed from abroad and in the over- 
whelming crisis of those 
days, he 


spoke in the name of our nation for 
the preservation and recognition of 
its fundamental rights," Chiperfield 
said. 


"It will be averted whenever the 


people of the nation are sufficiently 
impressed with the importance of 
and need for united 
action. . . .

tion when the hand of living man 
has faltered, for being- dead, yet he 
speaketh to the souls of men, with 
power and conviction. 


Taking issue with those claim that 


Lincoln did not believe in God, Chip- 
erfield said: 


"No greater or more full slander 


could be uttered against this man. 


"Lincoln walked hand 
in hand 


with God for many years before his 
death, and there is no act of his life 
that warrants the claims so ad- 
vanced against him.

Shanghai, China — (fP) — Gtms

Nelson T. Johnson, United States 
minister to China, who had been 
asked by tho. city's Chinese mer- 
chants to mediate with the, hop« of 
establishing; a permanent peace. 


The diplomats had just reached 


the demitasse stage- when the. can- 
nonading besjan, heavier than usual. 


From their dinlnjj room windows 


on the tenth floor of the Hotel Cat- 
hay they could seo the gun flashes 
along: both tho Japanese and Chi- 
nese fronts. For awhile th-ey watch- 
ed from the windows, then mounted 
the stairs to a tower where they 
watched the battle through binocu- 
lars.

that the grand jury indicted her -on 
a charge of attempting to murder 
jy poison, and would give her self 
up as boon as she "was physically 
able. He termed the charges a 
'frame-up."

Lee, a grocer's clerk, accused

police ol! using third degree methods 
:o obtain a statement from Lee in 
which Assistant 
State's, Attorney 


Charles J. Mueller said the clerk ad-

domestic, Mrs. Mary Ryan, who is 
critically ill supposedly from the ef- 
fects of poison. 


Mrs Ryan was to have testified 


for Dr. Kegel 
In a divorce suit 


against his wife and he said he de- 
pended on her to substantiate charg- 
es that Mrs. Kegel fed him ground 
glass over a period of time. 
The 


authorities have declared they be- 
lieved Mrs Kegel sought to remove 
Mrs. 
Ryan as a witness. 


Jerome F. Kutak, attorney 
for 


Lee, said his client informed him 
last night that the police took him 
before Mrs. Ryan at the hospital, 
compelled him to stand against a 
wall all night and contmuallv beat 
him as he argued with the former 
maid she was mistaken about 
the 
''powder " 


He said he finally signed all the 


statements offered him to prevent 
further injuries to himself," Kutak 
declared 
"I saw his wounds — a 


bruise on the head and bruises and 
gashes on his legs and body." 


But Mueller and Sergt. Michael 


Ahern of the state's attorney's staff, 
replied that when they arrested Lee, 
long before the hospital scene, his 
first question was: 


"What do you want me for'' 
A 


poisoning case?"

"Last Man" Recalls His 


Impressions Of Lincoln 


Fort Snelling, Minn.—W)— Mem- 


ories of Abraham Lincoln paraded 
before the sick 
bed 
of 
Captain 


Charles Lockwood, 89 year-old "last 
man" of the Last Man's club today 
as he observed reverently the birth- 
day of the commander-in-chief under 
whom he bore arms four years. 


"He had a handclasp like steel," 


the old Chamberlain, S. D., soldier 
said repeatedly as he lay on a vet- 
erans' hospital bed recovering slow- 
ly from a long siege of 
bronchitis, 


the first serious illness of his life. 


As he recalled impressions of the 


president of Civil war days, Lock- 
wood forgot his physician's instruc- 
tions from conversation. Forgotten, 
too, 
were his plans for 
observing 


next summer the anniversary of the 
club which for 
44 years 
rallied 


around a bottle of 
old Bergundy 


wine, until Lockwood, the only sur- 
vivor in 1930, opened it and drank a 
toast to his comrades of the battle- 
fields. 


"I remember Lincoln best as he 


sat on a horse on Arlington Heights, 
just outside of Washington, back in 
1862," he said. "He was dressed in 
black and wore an old-time plug- hat 
which rested on the back of his head. 
He stood out from all the rest, 
a 


splendid figure, and he looked like 
he knew horses, too. 


"We troopers marched in review 


before him. I had finished about a 
year as a soldier and when a 
few 


days after I went back to fight some 
more I carried with me a picture of 
the president as he was that 
day 


and it is still with me. 


"He did not smile. He seemed very 


sober, a little sad, but very deter- 
mined. His face was firmly set and 
he looked straight ahead. 
He sat 


very erect and I was certainly im- 
pressed. I was a corporal and 1 got 
a good look at him as I passed—1 
had learned how to look out of the 
corners of my ejes pretty well bv 
that time. 


"The first time I saw him was in 


the White House. It was soon after 
the first battle of Bull Run on July 
21, 1861, later the anniversary 
of 


our club meetings 
which 
started 


back in 1885 when 33 of the fellows 
had a wine supper and 
saved 
a 


bottle for the last man who turned 
out to be me. 


"We lost a lot of men in 
that 


battle before we ran, some of 
the 


boys never slowing up much before 
they got to Washington. I got there 
In a few days and decided to see the 
president. A bunch of us met him 
there and he shook hands with all 
of us and he smiled and talked. 
T 


seem to feel that handclasp yet. It 
was that solid.

said that the purpose of the exem- 
tions is to relieve the farmer from 
the burdens of the tax, and not per- 
sons who engage in the hauling of 
farm products for compensation. 


The ton mile tax law, enacted at 


the last regular session of the legis- 
lature is to undergo a constitution- 
ality test in "the state supreme court' 
upon the application of the Wiscon- 
sin Truck Operators association. 


The law ais interpreted by the com- 


mission imposes the mileage tax on 
all trucks of three tons and over 
and a majority of the association 
members are affected. They claim 
• he rates of tax and exemptions are 
discriminatory. 


Original Rulijig 


T-he commission originally ruled 


that exemptions for farm 
trucks 


would not apply when the truck re- 
turned from the market with a load 
of goods but the legislature offi-

BY SCHMIEGE 


Appleton to Receive Approx- 


mately $26,000 As- 


semblyman Says 


Provisions of the eight million dol- 


lar unemployment relief bill recent- 
ly passed by the state 
legislature 


and an explanation of the financing 
of the bill were discussed in detail 
Thursday night by 
Assemblyman 


Oscar J. Schmiege at a public meet- 
Ing at Castle hall. 


Schmiege pointed out the need for 


relief measures In the state, quoting 
figures on unemployment. He dis- 
cussed the purpose of administering 
relief through the state as a mea- 
sure to lift some of the tax burden 
from the already overtaxed proper- 
ty owners and place it on the indi- 
vidual Incomes in the state. He also 
explained that this surtax Is 
an 


emergency measure which applies 
only to incomes of 1931. 


"A grave emergency faces 
Wis- 


consin and every 
other 
state," 


Schmiege said. "Already more than 
50,000 destitute families in Wiscon- 
sin are being fed and sheltered by 
local relief, the money coming from 
the treasuries of the towns, 
cities, 


villages and counties. 
This money 


had necessarily to come from 
in- 


creased taxes on farms, homes and 
places of business which is the only 
kind of tax communities can levy. 
On the other hand, the state may 
levy special taxes on incomes as 
well as property taxes. 


Sees Real Need 


"That there Is an urgent need for 


funds for relief, both for the needy 
and for the overburdened property 
tax payer, is clear. It was the feel- 
ing of the legislature that if 
any 


real relief was to be 
afforded, 
it 


must be obtained through a gradu- 
ated Income tax that would provide 
enough Income tax revenue to equal 
safely the amount of relief provid- 
ed. The surtax was decided as the 
most feasible method which provides 
for an emergency income tax 
ap- 


proximately equal to the income tax 
now in effect in the state.' 


"This tax differs from the regular 


income tax in that capital losses and 
gains are not computed as a part of 
the Income. Thus, if a person 
was 


fortunate in making this year $1,000 
on the sale of real estate he -would 
not pay an emergency tax on this 
amount although he would pay un- 
der the regular income tax law in 
effect. 
The reasoning behind this 


action lies in the fact that this tax 
Is only for the period, of one year 
and that otherwise, stock purchased 
two years ago might be sold In the 
open market and -repurchased In an 
endeavor to lower taxable- Incomes. 


.$26,000 To Appleton 


"It Is not the purpose of the state 


to explain the funds raised under 
this new bill, but to remit to the lo- 
cal units at the rate of $1 per capita 
the major portion of this 
money. 


The city of Appleton will receive 
within the next few days a check of 
approximately $26,000, aggregating: 
in the county as a whole approxi- 
mately $65,000. This money'is: to be 
administered by the local units for 
relief -purposes onuly. 
This .relief 


may be In the form of new construc- 
tion for the purpose of relief employ- 
ment or may take the form of direct 
relief to the individuals. 


"On April 1 of this year the vari- 


ous local units will receive 25 
per 


cent of the amount which they ex- 
pended in 1931 for outdoor 
relief. 


Outdoor relief under the provisions 
of this bill is defined as the 
labor 


costs of public works which Is un- 
dertaken to provide employment for 
the unemployed as the 
Industrial 


commission find 
represented 
the 


equivalent of outdoor poor relief." 


The number of unemployed in this 
state has been increasing daily, As- 
semblyman Schmiege said, declar- 
ing that approximately, one-fourth 
of all the industrial workers of the 
state aro without employment. This 
does not take into consideration the 
tens of thousands of workers who 
have 
only part time employment. 


The number requiring relief 
is 


mounting at an even more 
rapid 


rate, he eaid. 


"In September, 1331, the county 


board chairmen of this state and the 
mayors of the cities estimated that 
there would be 35,000 families more 
that would require relief during- this 
winter. On December 29, 193], 25 
mayors and county chairmen report 
cd the actual number of families re- 
quiring relief would 
be greatly in 


excess of 50,000. In Milwaukee-co. 
it, was estimated that it would have 
a maximum of 16,000 families 
re 


quiring relief, hut in the latter part 
of December it was over 20,000. In

Although Lyman is obliged to in-, 


elude thousands of tidbits like a ta.- 
ble of Illiteracy in the Latvian prov- 
inces, or the depth of the ocean off 
Porto Rico, he also has his special 
interests and his prides. 
For in- 


btance, in his new edition there are 
nearly 100 pages of specially con- 
densed tables of TJ. S. census inform- 
ation which are available nowhere 
else except in Washington 


Every working day in the year 


Lyman writes or revises an average 
of three pages of agate type. His 
total at the end of each year is 
something like 15,000,000 words. His 
daily mail at his New York office in 
the World-Telegram building is vol- 
uminous and his telephone rings of- 
ten.When somebody — probably an en- 
trant in a puzzle contest — called 
the other day and asked for the date 
-when no water flowed over Xiagara 
Falls. Lyman replied, without hesi 
tation: "March 29, 184S " (The riv- 
er was dry.) He knows all the an- 
swers to trick questions like that. 
But the one most frequently asked 
is whether New York or London is 
the larger city. (It depends on what 
j ou mean by "London" and "New 
York.")

Before 
anyone was even'in existence to accept 
payment it mailed a 
check. Why? 


Was 
there anything more wrongful 


in owing a closed bank than borrow- 
ing from another to pay it? Was some- 
one's conscience bothering? Who is it 
that flees when no one pursueth? 


This 
is a 
grotesque method of 


shielding rank favoritism in handling 
state money. Everyone knows that 
Mr. Levitan had one duty, and only 
one, to protect the funds committed to 
his care. He had one law to follow, 
and only one, the law enacted by the 
people of the state.

The undisclosed and important fact 


which the people have a right to know 
is whether Mr. Levitan is solely re- 
sponsible for what has been done or 
Avhether he is being- made, as intimated, 
a goat for others.

LINCOLN'S SECOND INAUGU- 


RAL ADDRESS 


On the 4th of March, 1865, Abraham 


Lincoln took the oath of office as Pres- 
ident the second time and delivered 
his second inaugural address. 


The war Avas madly rushing on to 


a close. The North controlled the 
Mississippi, the Gulf and the Atlantic. 
Sherman had cut the Confederacy in 
two Avith his march to Atlanta and 
then on to the sea. Appomattox Avas 
but five weeks ^ away. The Southern 
cause had collapsed. Its bedraggled 
armies were Avithout suitable food, 
clothes or military equipment. There 
was no possible escape for it. 


We are printing herewith President 


Lincoln's address on that occasion. 
Hardly any instrument of the numer- 
ous ones he -wrote, when considered 
as of the time he Avrote them, could 
more fittingly personify the fraternal 
and yet lofty attitude of this man Avho 
-blessed America with his life. 


It will be observed that there is no 


triumph in his tone. There are no 
jeers at the fallen foe. Exultation is as 
lacking as levity. Unwavering steadi- 
ness in success, as Avell as in failure, 
is a prime essential of greatness and 
grandeur. 


Mr. Lincoln said: 


"At this second appearing to take the 


oath of the Presidential office, there 18 
less occasion for an extended address 
than there was at the first. Then a 
statement 
somewhat in detail of a 


course to be pursued seemed very fit- 
ting and proper. Now, at the ex- 
piration of four years, during which 
public declarations 
have been con- 


stantly called forth 
on 
every point 


and phase of the great contest which 
still absorbs the attention and engross- 
es the energies of the nation, httle that 
Is new could be presented. 


"The progress of our arms, upon 


•which all else chiefly depends, Is as 
well known to the public as to myself, 
and it is, I trust, reasonably satis- 
factory and encouraging- to all. "With 
high hope for tno future, no prediction 
in regard to it is -ventured. 


"On the occasion corresponding to 


this four years ago, all thoughts wero 
anxiously directed to an impending1 
civil war. All dreaded it, all sought to 
avoid it. 
Whilo the inaugural address 


\vas being delivered from this place, de- 
voted altogether to saving the Union 
without war, insurgent accents were In 
the city, seeking- to destroy it with -war 
—seeking to dissolve the Union and di- 
vide the effects by negotiation. 


"Both parties deprecated war, but 


one of them would make war rather 
than let tho nation survive, and the oth- 
er i\ould accept war rather than let it 
perish, ancl the -war <.,imo. One-eighth 
of tho wholo populition. were colored 
slaves, not distributed generally over 
the Union, but localized in the southern 
part of it. Tlic*e slaves constituted a 
peculiar and 
powerful 
interest. All 


knew that this Interest was somehow 
the cause of the war. To strengthen, 
perpetuate, and extend this interest was 
the. object for which the insurgents 
would icnd tho Union by \\ar. v.'ule tho 
go\ eminent claimed no right to do more 
than to restrict the torntoi ml enlarge- 
ment of it 


"Neither party expected for the -war 


the magnitude or the duration which 
It has already attained. Neither antic- 
ipated that the causes of the conflict 
might rcapc, even before, tho conflict n- 
sclf should erase. Kach looked Tor nil 
easier triumph, and n result Ic.^s funda- 
mental and astounding. 


"Both read the same Bible and y>rav 


to the same God, and each Invoke.* His 
aid against tho other. 
Tt -mav t,cem 


strange that any men should dare to 
ask a just God's assistance in wringing 
their bread from the sweat of other 
men's faces, but let us judge not, that 
•we be not judged. The prayer of both 
could not bo answered. That of neither 
has been answered fully. The Almighty 
has Hijj own purposes. "Woe unto the 
world because of offences, Tor it must 
needs be that offences com", but ^oe 
to that man hy whom tho orfcnco com- 
cth. If we shall suppose that American 
slavery la one of these offences, which 
In the providence of Qod, must needs 
come, but which having continued 
through His appointed time, He now 
•will* to remove-, and that He gives to 
both North and South this teirlblo war 
as the woo duo to tho<e bv wham the 
offence canie, shall wo discern theio 
any departure from thorp. IMMIIO Attri- 
butes which the believers in n l i \ m K 
God always ascribe to Him? 


"Fondly do we hope, fervently <lo -we 


pray, that this mighty scourge of war 
rn»y speedily pass away. Yet II God 
•wills that it continue until all the wealth 
piled by the bondsman's two hundred 
and fifty years of unrequited toll shall 
be sunk, and until every drop of blood 
drawn with tho lash shall be paid by 
another drawn with the sword, as was 
said three thousand years ago, so, still 
It muet be said, that the judgments of 
the jLord are true and righteous aU 
together. 


"With malico towards none, 
with 


charxty for all, with firmness In the 
right as God gives us to see the right, 
let us strive on to finish the work«we- 
are in, to bind up the nation's wounds, 
to care for him who shall have borne, 
the battle, and for his "widow and his 
orphans, to do all which may achieve 
and cherish a just and a lasting- peace 
among ourselves and with all nations." 
To gaze back over the battlefields of 


four years of violent, death-gripping 
carnage and upon which a million lives 
had been sacrificed, to look upon his 
people burdened by such billions of 
debt that government 6 per cent bonds 
sold at 40 cents on the dollar, to see 
in the future nothing but tedious and 
grinding toil for generations to come, 
and yet to try to temper the wrath that 
mounts when men kill on and on, to 
counsel moderation and forgiveness, to 
allay hatreds, and all that in the face 
of torrents of fulsome defamation and 
ill usage, is the frame in which Lin- 
coln must be placed to fairly appraise 
the bounteous windfall that fell in 
America's lap when he was elevated to 
the presidency.

people and auto dealers express It) 
for the consultation. Or perhaps the 
patient complains 
of itching—the 


specialist diagnoses 
pruritus 
and 


takes the money just the same. 6r 
maybe It is a rash of some kind— 
very well, it's dermltitis lalapaloosa 
and the fee Is ?25, please. 
Then 


there are other bigger and better 
names which run. pretty high, but 
after you've acquired the 
fancy 


name you're not much better off for 
it. 


One reader today asks me to de- 


vote a whole column some time to 
acne vulgaris. I'll do no such thing. 
This talk is about common pimples 
and blackheads—or make 'em white 
of you prefer. Another reader writes 
that her face has been broken, out 
for four or five years, she is now 19 
and lately the pimples have spread 
'to her back. She has been going to 
Dr. (ono of the leading skin special- 
ists) for eight months. He told her 
he could help her, and he has kept 
her on a strict diet, that Is, she Is 
warned to avoid all sweet foods, and 
all fried foods— 


And nothing about applesauce, but 


that's what 1 think of such dieting 
for this common ekln trouble. Wr ->re 
or how the old timers got the notion 
that fata or greasy things or fried 
foods or sweets have anything to do 
with tho trouble, Is one of those mys- 
teries which keep skin specialists 
from going to work. There Is no 
good scientific ground under this 
nlco old quack notion, nor is there 
any practical 
benefit apparent in 


ca-ses where such dietary restrictions 
are faithfully followed, so far as I 
an learn. True now and then some 
one stoutly maintains that he or she 
experiences 
a fres>h 
outbreak of 


pimples v, hcnever the diet is broken 
and :m oigry of sweets or pie or pud- 
ding or 1'reneh -fry is Indulged in, 
byt no such sequence Is notable in 
the -?rcat majority of cases, and so 


wero in 
fats 
or 


sweets -were a factor oC pimples and 
blackheads. Moreover I icgard it as 
mischie\ous and unwise to restrict 
the diet of a young person in any 
way without very positive reason. 
Finally I must observe that the ma-

of young people are 
ex- 


traordinarily 
fond of 
sweets and 


ronsumo their good share suffer no 
more from pimples and blackheads 
than tho general run of youth.

Boost Is Caused by Greater 


Number of Accidents 


and Claims 


Today and Tomorrow

Automobile owners are facing the 


prospect of paying increased prem- 
iums to secure accident Insurance 
covering their machines, according 
to word received by Appleton car in 
surance dealers. One group of in 
surance companies increased their 
rates on Jan. 18 and another group 
has just recently 
announced ad- 


vances in the price of Insurance. 


At the present time the boost in 


insurance rates is effective only on 
liability and property damage insur- 
sn.ce. Fire, theft and collision in- 
surance rates have not yet been In 
creased, but agents here say they 
think there is a possibility that these 
also will be boosted. The increase in 
rates hits the owner of four-cylinder 
cars hardest, as the boost on rates 
for cars in that class range from 25 
•to 33 1-3 per cent. Rates on other 
cars, in classes with more than four 
cylinders also are increased, but not 
as heavily. 


It was pointed out by agents that 


the number and size of claims paid 
to owners of four-cylinder cars are 
fully as heavy as those paid to cars 
of the higher classes. 


The new rates are not designed to 


offset the past underwriting losses, 
which for 1930 alone were nearly 
$14,000,000. The boost, it is pointed 
out, are merely to avoid, if possible, 
continuation of such losses. 
The 


reason for increases in accidents, 
and thus for higher insurance rates, 
include: increased power and speed 
of cars, improved roads, increased 
congestion, increased use of closed 
automobiles, increased mileage which 
cars are driven, and increased family 
use of cars. 


Cumulative Effect 


These developments occuring sim- 


ultaneouslj' have had a cumulative 
.effect upon the accident situation in 
' materially adding to the hazards of 
automobile operation, the insurance 
companies point out. 
An Increase 


in the number of accidents causing 
injury or death or damage to prop- 
erty is to be expected and of neces- 
sity must be accompanied by a cor- 
responding raise in the rates for 
public liability and property damage 
insurance. 
During 1927 the com- 


panies paid out as a countrywide av- 
erage, $16.94 for every private pas- 
senger automobile insured for pub- 
lic liability. 
In 1928 this cost in- 


creased to $17.45. The following year 
1929, 
saw the cost raised to $19.09 


and in 1930, the last year for -which 
experience is available, saw it climb 
to $20.43. 
• In addition to the general rea- 
sons of nation-wide application, the 
following considerations compiled by 
the risk rates company, apply pe- 
culiarly to "Wisconsin: 


"The marked increase in guest 
cases. 
"Whereas a few years ago 


an injured occupant rarely brought 
claim against th'e driver of the car 
In. which he was riding, these cases 
now constitute a large proortion of 
all Badger cases, both as to number 
• and severity. 
Many of these are 


actions 
against 
relatives, 
wives 


against husbands and sons against 
fathers, with the opportunity for col- 
lusion consequent 
thereto. 
Most 


neighboring states have passed laws 
permitting recovery of guests against 
drivers only in cases of gross negli- 
gence. Such legislation in "Wiscon- 
sin would materially reduce the cost 
of insurance. 


Another Statute 


"The 
recent Wisconsin statute 


permitting an Injured person to join 
an insurance company in a 
suit 


against the person causing the In- 
jury. Under this statute the Insur- 
ance company, being a party to the 
suit, must appear as such in court. 
This inevitably results in much larg- 
er verdicts as jurors are known to 
be more liberal when it is obvious 
that an insurance company pays 
the bills. 


"In 1931 the legislature enacted a 


comparative negligence law which is 
a radical departure from the estab- 
lished laws of this and other states 
and which materially increases the 
loss ratios of insurance companies. 


"There also was enacted a statute 


increasing the death benefits in cas- 
es of accidental death and extending 
the right for recovery for loss of 
companionship."

i sevelt has two elements: 
the Judg- 


ment of national Democrats that he

velt.

Among the national Democrats 


that is to say, among the men who 
have held high office 
or have been 


influential in the councils of their par- 
ty, the belief is 
widespread 
and 


strong that the election of Franklin 
D. Roosevelt would bring to the of- 
fice of President 
a man of 
only 


moderate capacity. 
The impressive 


thing about this judgment is that it 
emanates from men -who supported 
him for Governor and placed high 
hopes upon him. 
* 


It -would not be denied that men 


less fitted than he have served ac- 
ceptably as President of the United 
States. Nevertheless the 
judgment 


exists, and" has grown , more firm, 
that he has not the grasp of the is- 
sues or the disinterestedness or the 
resolution that a President 
must 


have in 'time of great emergency. No 
mathematical proof in 
support of 


such a judgment can be offered. But 
that it is the judgment of observers 
who have no axes to grind, that it is 
the judgment of men who have very 
considerable personal liking for him, 
is certain. All the appearances of the 
fit candidate he possesses. All the in 
stinctive prejudices run in his favor. 
It is in spite of his attractiveness, in 
spite of his unquestioned personal 
integrity, in spite of 
his generous 


sympathies, that this judgment has 
formed itself among large numbers 
of discerning people that here Is a 
man who .has made a good Govern- 
or, who might make a good Cabinet 
officer, but who simply 
does not 


measure up to the tremendous 
de- 


mands of the office of President. 


It Is this judgment -which is cut- 


ting deeply into^his candidacy, for it 
is the judgment held by 
men and 


women whose opinion carries great 
weight throughout the nation. 


** * * 
The disaffection among the masses 


of the people In the North is Influ- 
enced In part by this opinion, of Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt's qualifications. But 
it Is actuated also by emotions that 
lie in the dark realm of political feel- 
ing, and are hard to describe 
in 


words. It will perhaps come nearest 
to the truth to say that Governor 
Roosevelt has absent-mindedly hurt 
the feelings of a large mass of peo- 
ple whose feelings -were already very 
much hurt by the character and by 
the outcome of the 1928 campaign. 


If Governor Roosevelt had been a 


wiser man, had he had better advis- 
ers, he would have realized that the

different quality from that of the or- 
dinary vote for a popular Democrat. 
That vote in the Northern States rep- 
resented the coming of age in Amer- 
ican politics of a part of the popula- 
tion which had 
not, 
until then, 


thought of itself as entitled

Now the fact is that from the day 


Governor Roosevelt w.as inaugurated 
in Albany, he began to disassociate 
himself from Smith. 
There has not 


been, I" believe, any 
quarrel about 


policies or patronage. There has just 
been an increasing tension as Smith 
and his followers saw themselves un- 
ceremoniously pushed aside. Their 
injured feelings have not been sooth- 
ed by the repeated declarations of 
Governor Roosevelt's followers that 
Al Smith ought 
to be 
eternally 


grateful for the privilege of having 
been nominated by 
Franklin D. 


Roosevelt. They 
feel, and rightly, 


that if there is to be any 
discus- 


sion of gratitude, the debt owed by 
Roosevelt to Smith is a considerable 
one. 
For it was

What there is to the Smith candi- 


dacy today is nothing more, I think, 
than the natural feeling of men that 


a. candidate -who polled fifteen mil- 
lion votes in 1928 is entitled in 1932 
to a voice In the party's affairs. It Is 
impossible to believe that 
Smith, 


who Is a. great realist and very hon- 
est with himself, expects to be nomi- 
nated. He had no Illusions about his 
election in 1928 and he can hardly 
have any now about the party's wil- 
lingness to go again through an or- 
deal by fire. But that he does not 
wish to be ignored, that he believes 
he represents a. real political force, 
that he intends to be consulted on 
the candidate and platform, is now 
evident.

By themselves. Smith's Immediate 


followers can do no more than to 
render Roosevelt's 
course In the 


North doubtful and difficult. But if 
the national Democrats who are in- 
terested in having the 
Democratic 


party resume its historic opposition 
to Republican Isolation and protec- 
tion gather sufficient strength in the 
next few months, they might hold 
the balance of power and nominate a 
candidate who is neither Roosevelt 
nor Smith. That that 
candidate 


will be Newton D. Baker, of Ohio, is 
evident. He is the logical candidate, 
if th.e party decides to 
go in tho 


direction where he is best fitted to 
lead. He has, for that task, a great 
political experience, tested executive 
power, and an eloquence unequaled 
among American public men. He is 
no candidate for 
a negative and 


non-committal campaign. He is no 
candidate for a revived Bryanism. 
He becomes available to decide that 
it must challenge fundamentally the 
post-war policies of the Republican 
party, and let Mr. Hearst say what 
he will. 


If the party does take that posi- 


tion, it will be risking much to win 
a great deal more. That the 
politi- 


cians will shrink from taking 
that 


position is obvious. But politicians 
do not control events, and if 
the 


course of events, 
which 
Is rapid 


these days, should bring home to the 
American people 
a realization that 


their hope lies in adjusting 
their 


policies to their new world position, 
Newton D. Baker will 
become not 


only an available but the inevitable 
candidate.

A moist atmosphere will do much 


to protect, according to the Educa- 
tional bulletin. 


"Every wants to protect against 


colds because it is easier to prevent 
than it is to cure," continues 
the 


bulletin. "But if a cold does come 
on, there are simple effective steps 
to take immediately in order to cut 
it short. These measures have been 
recommended by many physicians 
as first aid for the adult who feels 
a cold 'coming on.' 


"There are five things to do early: 


1. Go to bed, 2. Keep the diet light, 
3. Drink plenty of water, 4. Keep 
the system open, 5. Remember that 
pneumonia, fatal in one out of every 
five cases, frequently develops from 
the neglected cold. It can be pre- 
vented in large numbers of cases If 
you will take proper care of your- 
self. 


"When a cold starts 'give up to 


it' at once. Tou will save time. And 
if it progresses with 
chills, dis- 


charges from the nose and fever, 
don't wait to call the family doc- 
tor. Again it will save time and 
money. Be careful if it is a child— 
many serious diseases start in chil- 
dren with what seems to be 'only a 
cold ' "

5128,000,000 gold from its 


supply in this country. 


Thursday in its weekly statement 


the bank of France shows another 
large increase, which will be added 
to next week by the $12,000,000 that 
has just gone out. There is said to

now "ear-marked" here to the credit 
of France and to other European 
countries. 


Would Release Reserve 


Under the provisions of the pro- 


posed banking legislation, a greater 
degree of efficiency will be given to 
lhe gold reserves of the federal re- 
serve system by releasing gold now 
•segregated as collateral for federal 
reserve notes in excess of the 40 per 
cent cover 
required by law. The 


actual gold coverage of federal re- 
serve currency has recently been 
estimated at between 75 and 80 per 
cent, or nearly twice the amount ex- 
acted as the minimum under the law- 


While 
the primary value of the 


new banking legislation is to place 
the federal 
reserve banks in a 


stronger position to meet the gold 
drain from France—which, however, 
has not (reached anything like the 
proportions of that of last October 
and is not expected to—the benefits 
to be derived from banks whose as- 
sets are in a frozen state will also 
be impoitant. The major effort of the

of the country at the 


present tune is to provide freer re- 
discountmg privileges for member 
banks and so strengthen their posi- 
lion and reestablish the confidence of

It is understood 
that recently there has been an in- 
crease in the demand for gold com 
by those

credit-are to be made available t< 
the American people in a most far 
•teaching drive against the skeptl 
:pism and doubt which have under 
/mined confidence and stagnated th 
money channels of American busi 
ness. 


This is the meaning of the plan 


agreed upon by leaders of both par 
•ties, in conference \vith the presi 
dent of the United States, for a. bat 
.tie .against hoarding as \;ell as th 
barriers that have arisen in the me 
^chanlsm of credit. 


Revival of the methods 
used in 


1907 and again in 1913, through thi 
famous Aldrich-Vreeland measure 
for the issuance of currency in emer 
'gencies, is being coupled with the re 
lease of more gold as a basis of cred 
it. In other words, as President-lloo 
ver said in his message to congress 
'last December, the United 
States 


has plenty of resources but needs to 
mobilize all is credit reserves in the 
most economical and efficient way. 


"What the new plan signifies, also 


1s that the American government is 
fortifying' itself against attacks on 
the gold standard and is makins i 
possible for the United States to be 
of service to the world 
in helping 


other countries back 
to the gold 


standard. 


Is Not Inflation 


Of the two activities, the setting 


tip of th© Aldrich-Vreeland plan is 
perhaps of the most immediate and 
practical importance. It is not infla 
tioji in any sense, because no new 
ration is being created 
as between 


goods and money, but assets tha 
are sound and which would ordinar 
J!y be converted into money if ther< 
were no lack of confidence now. be 
come the basis 
for 
money an< 


credit. 


The federal reserve 
system has 


never had to pass through a depres 
slon of such size as the present one 
Hence its rigid rules, together with 
the fact that normal 'business is no 
the same as that which is being en 
countered today, make it necessary 
to develop greater flexibility in the 
credit system of the country. Ordin 
arily only certain things are eligible 
for rediscount at the federal reserve 
banks. For many years it has been 
urged that more, kinds of securities 
should be admited to eligibility.

situations in which clearing house 
associations cannot .function

Lawrence Wants Only Stu- 


dents of "High Character, 
Serious Purpose" 


A formal statement of th© aims, 


purposes, and policies-of Lawrence 
college has recently been adopted by 
members of the faculty and the ad- 
ministration, and has been released 
by Dr. Louis C. Baker of the curri- 
culum committee. 


According to the report: 
"It is the purpose of Lawrence 


colleg-e steadily to strengthen its 
present policy of 
admitting only 


students of high character, serious 
purpose, and superior 
Intellectual 


ability. To this end it requires that 
the candidate be among- the upper 
three-fourths, scholasticaUy, of his 


cent. This means that gold, namely 
above the 40 per cent requirement, 
is-being uneconomically used. 


'The proposed remedy is to permit 


government bonds to be used as well 
as commercial :paper in 
making up 


the 60 per cent necessary when fed- 
eral bank notes are issued; This pro- 
cess will mean. that 
the free gold 


supply .will be increased and there- 
fore can be used as a basis for the 
use of credit. For example, there is 
about $600,000,000 
worth of . free 


gold used up as a basis of currency 
issuance which would conceivably 
support, under the present require- 
ments, a billion and a half dollars 
more currency and still keep -within 
the legal reserve ratio. This will add 
a: billion and a half dollars to circu- 
lation, which is just 
about the 


amount that has been hoarded. 


All parties here support .the meas- 


ure as a. constructive 
step in the 


battle against hoarding and against 
those who have been lacking in con- 
fidence and hence 
have withheld 


credit for normal 
and legitimate 


business uses. It is a .milestone in 
the history of the present depres- 
sion.

issue from a vote if a third of the 
members demand some action on it. 
Thus the wet-dry question will come 
to a record vote after 10 years dur-

pressed itself.

of the House rules says: 


"No one can now say that a ma- 


jority of members want to consider 
a bill and is prevented from doing 
so by the leaders. The speaker can't 
block a bill.

can't. A committee chairman can't 
and a conference committee can't."

ately. 
On the second and fourth 


Mondays of each month a member 
who has signed such a motion 
to 


discharge may call up that motion, 
and 20 minutes of debate is allowed 
for each side. 


That's the way any wet-dry vote 


will be had in the House this season. 
No direct vote on any wet bill is ex- 
pected because the motion to dis- 
charge is almost sure to be defeated. 
The vote on discharge motions 
is 


no longer by tellers, which 
should 


make them easier to operate. 


Under old rules the rules commit- 


tee couldn't be discharged from any 
measure, a fact which enabled it to 
block the Howell-Barkley railroad 
labor bill in 1924. Now the rules, 
as -well as other committees, may be 
discharged. 


It is also prevented from reporting- 


adversely on a measure, killing it by 
depriving it of privileged status.
